Cattle Disoane 


Hemarrhagie Septicemia. 


This disease has appeared in a 


‘few districts in Manitoba and Sas- 


katchewan among the cattle The 
Livestock Commissioner for Sas- 
katchewan under date 24th Novem- 
ber advises: . 

The symptoms of this dtacnne are 
as follows: .the first . indieations 
manifested by the animal is a fever 
which may reach 105 degrees a ces- 
sation of urination and lack of oP 
petite is also present. 

how severe the disease and upon its 
location the symptoms vary. Thus 
at times the animal manifests  se- 
vere chronic pains, at first consti- 
pation later diarrhea in which the 
feces are frequently blood stained. 
If the disease predominates in the 
organs of the chest cavity, the ani- 
mal manifests the symptoms of a 
heavy pneumonia such as a_ cough. 
Respiration is difficult, the front 
legs spread wide apart and the ani- 
mal, making more freely to breathe 
death may oceur at any time from 
six hours to six or eight days. In 
some instances the disease may be-. 
come chronié in which case either 
death or recovery may be expected 
in a month or more. 

Preventive methods consist of 
vaccinating all cattle against the 
disease. ¢ 

Mr. Bassett, the Irma druggist, 
has ordered some vaccine for’ vac-|. 
cination.

The old question of whether Lon- 
don is to have skyscrapers is being 
revived because of the high price 
of property in the business section 
and the lack of space in office build- 
ings.

One 
well-known architect im touch with 
the government’s plans expres#®@ad the 
opinion that unless the new and old 
ministries were content to do their 
work outside the area devoted to 
governmental activities skyscrapers 
were inevitable in Whitehall. Gen- 
erally speaking, however, London 
does not like tall buildings.” Percy. 
Tubbs, past president of the Socicty 
of Architects, declared that if the 
skyscraper was to come it would be 
necessary to widen the streets. “But 
space in London is not so scarce as 
it is in New York, which is an island,” 
he said. American architects who are 
in’ London erecting a huge depart- 
ment store have repeatedly asked 
for permission to extend the main 
building high enough to accommo- 
date not only the present .business 
of the concern, but to provide for 
the future, and have met*with.no en- 
couragement whatever.

Praise Fi From U. 8. 
Bureau of Education 


Saskatchewan Schools Commended 
for Their Progressive | 
‘Methods 

High praise is given to Saskatche- 
wan schools in a bulletin on “Edu- 
cation in Parts of the British Em- 
pire,” which has just been issued by 
the Bureau of Education, Department 
of the Interior, Washington, D.C. 
After commenting on the progress in 
education, made in recent years in 
Manitoba, the report states: 

“The democratic ideas of Manitoba 
are even more pronounced in _ the 
province just to the west, Saskatche- 
wan; but centralization more akin to 
that of the eastern provinces has as- 
serted itself in the public school sys- 
tem of the latter. This centralisation, 
however, has not lessened the deep, 
popular interest in the schools. Per- 
haps: the most convincing proof of 
this was the educational survey of the 
province decreed by order-in-council 
and undertaken during /the latter half 
of the year 1917, 

“The public has been favorably pre- 
pared for this survey by the activities 
of the Public Education League,}. 
which -had launched public meetings 
and led up tq the proclamation: of 
public holiday by the premier, . 
which the needs: of educational re- 
form were emphasised at rallies held 
at a number of points. All this time! 
there has been no lapse in public’ in- 
terest in education, as is shown. by 


.|the fact that, since the peananet 


of provincial government for Saskat 
chewan in 1905, school districts had 
been organized at the extraordinary 
rate of one a day. 

“With the tremendous increase in 
the amount of routine work thus de- 
volving upon the department of edu- 
cation, serious discussion arose as to 
whether the school unit with a-board}. 
of three trustees was not too small, 
and. whether the organization of 
boards of seven members, as for the 
municipalities, would not be better 
able to handle a much larger terri- 
tory organized as a municipality. The 
matter #s as yet unsettled, but_indi-. 
cations are that an organic: change 
will be brought about by the stirring 
of public interest. 

“The progressive nature of the 
people and ofthe schools of Saskat- 
chewan was well, brought out in the 
findings of the survey to which re- 
ference has been made. The strongly 
centralized system, it was agreed, had 
been of very great service in the early 
primitive days, but the findings bore 
out the belief that a system more ad- 
apted to a largely increase@gl popula- 
tion, and especially one giving con- 
sideration to local needs, was now re- 
quired. . 

The School Attendance Act, which 
came into effect May 1, 1917, at once 
increased the enrollment and regular- 
ity of attendance of school children 
falling within the compulsory ages of 
7 to 14 years. By its provisions town 
districts appoint attendance officers, 
who report to the department of edu- 
cation every month, In village and 
rural districts such duties are fulfilled 
by the teachers. As regards territor- 
ies covered by the School Act, and 
length of school year, every town and 
village district, and every rural dis- 
trict with at least 12 children of com- 
pulsory age resident within 114 miles 
from the school house, shall offer at 
least 210 teaching days; and every 
district with at least 10 children of 
compulsory age shall offer.at least
